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DECISION ON PETITION 


This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed February 15, 2008, to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment for the above-identified application. 

On December 22, 2006, the Office mailed a non-final Office action, which set three-month shortened statutory 
period for reply. Accordingly, the last day for filing a reply with an extension of time for response within the 
third month was June 22, 2007. 

In the present petition, applicants asserted that they filed a timely reply to the non-final Office action of 
December 22, 2006. In support of the assertion, applicants submitted a copy of the reply and a copy of a date- 
stamped postcard receipt, acknowledging receipt of the response, a Declaration and Power of Attorney, a request
